The planning of the work is more 
difficult than many people suppose. 
No two plans of work can b e exactly 
1 b e same, for the plan should lit the 
particular group of children to which 
it is to b e given, instead of the child- 
on lit t ing t he plan. 
All children can 
not do good, fruitful work in the same 
direct ion, hence a careful st udy of the 
< hiidren, their ab ilities, dispositions, 
interests and environments is neces­ 
sary b efore intelligent planning can b e 
done.

i b e sub ject of the present plan is: 
Every day life in the home, showing 
the many needs and how they are met 
b y the outer world, and natures of 
spring act ivifcies. and her influence on 
the home activit ies.” or expressed dif­ 
ferently: 
“The interdependence of 
home and trade life and nature.” 
Because children are social b eings, 
b ecause I tie school is primarily a social 
institution, and education a social 
process, a process of living and not 
simply fa 
preparation 
for 
future 
living, 
the 
school 
life 
should 
grow 
gradually 
out 
ot 
the 
home 
life. 
For these reasons the everyday 
work in the home has b een taken for 
t he b asis of t he plan. 
Start ing wit Ii the washing, ironing, 
sweeping, b aking, the children are 
lead from these most familiar experi­ 
ences to others less familiar, such as 
the laundry and b akery, thus b roaden­ 
ing the children’s experience. 
Be­ 
en use the children are in t he plav period 
ol Jib *, most of these experiences an* 
clothed in plav form. 
The children's interests need to b e 
carefully watched for they are the 
signs of grow ing power and not only 
show the state of development the 
children have reached, hut prophesy 
the next 
stage. 
Only through the 
continual and sympathetic ob serva­ 
tion of childhood’s interests can the I 
teacher enter into tin* children's lives 1 
and see what they are ready for and 
upon what 
material they can work 
most readily and faithfully. 
Much of 
the so-called constructive work is now 
done in kindergarten in place of the 
surface work of a few years ago. mod­ 
ern psychology showing that the b uilt 
up forms rather than the surface work 
follow more truly the child’s develop­ 
ment during t his period. 
Visitors, especially parents of the 
children, will b e made very welcome at 
tin kindergarten, where tliev can see 
all tiie work that is done and can b et- 
tei understand the methods used, and 
the general spirit which prevails.

The outlook, while 
encouraging to » them, is dishearten­ 
ing to t tie consumer. 
Brices are likely 
to continue an upward tendency for 
some months, or until the lean kine 
can he converted into fat kine, 
and 
“ hatracks” b ecome 
rounded b eeves, 
and calves, heifers. 
While the consumer is paying more 
toi his meat than at « my previous time 
the profit does not find its way under 
1 he apron and into the pocket of the 
b utcher, or the packer, b ut directly 
enriches the fanner.
